The quevtioirwas next taken upon the amend- 
ment offered by Mr. HOGAN, to strike out the 
••19th inst.,” ami insert the “I5th of February," 
and it was decided. in the affirmative— *yuas, 23; 
nays, 13. 

The resolution, as amended, was then adop- 
ted. 

SFKCIAL ORDER. 

The Senate then took up for consideraton the 
bill to suppress the pernicious practice of bet 
ting on elections. 

The 1st section of the bill i provide* that if 
aw jicrson .-hall bet any money or thing of val- 
ue" upon an election for any of the officer* elec- 
ted under the constitution and laws of this 
Slate. L< shall forfeit and pay the sum of $400. 
to he rew'vered bv indictment in the circuit 
court; and in addition to the fine afore-nid. if 
the person winning shall receive the thing bet 
or its value, its«hall be forfeited to the-common- 
wealth. 

Section 2 provides that the fines arising un- 
der this act shall go.* two thirds to the use of 
the common sc liuul fuci.l ill this Statv. and the 
other third to the use of the attorney prosecu- 
tting to a conviction. 

Section 3 makes it tins duty of the circuit 
court clerk to make out aril transmit to the Au- 
ditor a statement »of the amount of fines re- 
covered uuder this act, aud agaiust whom it is; 



and for the portion duo the rchool fun d ih 
Sheriff shall account to the Auditor in the earn 
manner as for the collection of the public reve- 
nue. 

Section 4 provides that if the Sheriff is una- 
ble to collect the money from any cause, he shall 
receive a credit therefor with the Auditor. up«*n 
producing a cert ificate from the Clerk that he 
lias exercised due diligence, and that the pro- 
cess has been returned not made. 

Mr. WADSWORTH tillered an amendment to 
the 1st section. 

[The Amendment provides that, the stakehold 
er holding anv sum of money, <fcc., wagered or 
bet upon an election, knowing the same to he 
bet. shall he subject to the same penalty a** the 
person betting, to be recovered in the same man- 
ner as i he fines under this act. It also makes 
! the stakeholder liable to ihe Commonwealth for 
jail money, tfcv., bet or wagered, which he re- 
ceived to hold, knowing the same to be bet, 
i even after the thing bet may have been handed 
over to the winner; all prosecutions to com 
rnence within one year from the date of the bet. 

And after some discussion upon the merits «»f 
the amendment, if was decided in the negative 
— yeas. 17; nays. 18. 

Mr. GHOLSON moved the following amend- 
ment: 

"And in default of payment of such fine 
shall be imprisoned in the county jail not less 
than days, nor more than days/* 

And the question being taken on the adop- 
tion of said amendment it was decided in the 
negative — yeas, 10; nays. 2fi. 

And then the Senate adjourned.

I, within twelve months 
after the passage of this act, establish five 
branches, one at Eliza bethtown, one at Glas- 
gow, and three -within the territory comprising 
the counties of Greenup, Lewis, Carter, Law- 
rence, Johnson, Morgan, Floyd, Breathitt, 
Pike, Letcher, Perry. Clay, Harlan, Knox, 
Laurel. Whitley, Rockcastle, Owsley, Clarke, 
Bath, Harrison, Nichol as, Bracken, Wayne and 
Estill — each of said blanches to have a capital 
not to exceed $200,000, and not less thau $100,- 
000. 

Mr. MITCHELL moved an amendment, and 
replied to the speech of Mr. Hunt, which was 
made yesterday. 

Mr. SIMMONS also replied to Mr. H., and 
advocated the bill. 

The question being taken, the amendment of 
Mr Mitchell was adopted.

Now, without even the slightest imputation 
upon the present chartered Banks, is proposed 
to enquire whether the present paper currency 
possesses the two qualities above indicated, 
and if not, then hqjv »hall the system be better- 
ed. 

That ir is not safe, may be regarded as rather 
a strange assertion in Kentucky, where w« have 
been accustomed to regard our banking institu- 
tions as being of the very Soundest kind; but it 
is thought to b«- easily stiseeplible of proof, that 
the securities for the redemption of the issues 
our Banks is not of that high nature which the 
safety of the public requires. 

Admitting that the capital stock shall in 
good faith be paid in by the subscribers, lhe. 
capital itself i* at once loaned out, as well as 
lhe bills which may have been issued, and the 
whole is at last represented by the promissory 
notes of the individuals, to whom the loans are 
made. Were the institutions always managed 
j by prudent, discreet me.i, who had their own 
i nt* aiis largely at n-k, it. would be fair to infer 
| that the security thus afforded would be amply 
sufficient. But that is not always the case as 
1 the history of banking in the United Slates wo 
! fully attests. 

But if there he risk, as there certainly is, even 
I when the capital may have been actually paid 
1 in, what shall he said of concerns which have 
been started, and which may again be com- 
menced (f«»r this is one of the difficulties of the 
present system, and inherent in it.) without any 
capital having been paid in. It may be asked 
how is this possible? Nothing is easier. A 
charter is obtained from th 
persons being named commissioners tor selling 
the stock. The books ar-s opened, and these 
commissioners with their friends take th** stock, 
and for the five dollars which it. is usual to re- 
quire at tlie time of the subscription, give their 
notes. The coin require* I is borrowed, ni|d 
forthwith the Governor, having had it counted, 
issues his proclamation authorizing the bank lo 
commence business. Then .begins the issue of 
notes which are borrowed by the stockholders, 
Mini w hich are used iu paving for their stock 
Thus the whole thing moves iu a circle, ami 
amounts to but this, that the “promises to pay” 
of the bank are exchanged for the “promises to 
I pay*’ of its stockholder.-. It#may be said that 
| Mich a state of things has never occurred. It 
perhaps never has to the extent indicated, but 
there have been considerable approaches to 
wards it. How often have individuals taken 
| stock iu newly chartered hanks, not because 
| they had money to invest, but because it was 
supposed that their ownership of stock would 
I give them the preference over others iu getting 
I loans. And in many instances, has not tit is 
| been directly held out as an inducement? 

Has our paper currency possessed ihe element 
of strict convertibility, so necessary to insure 
i its soundness? So lung as the holder of a bank 
note has it iu his power lo demand and receive 
I the coin which it is intended to represent, lie 
possesses what is fully the equal ot coin iu ail 
1 respects, and in some, it* superior. Nor need 
! there be any fear of aw inflation causing prop- 
erty to advance beyond its true value, to bo fol- 
lowed by a corresponding revulsion. But when, 
from any cause, tile bank note cannot be ex-

OF TJIK DECISIONS OF TI1E COURT OK APPEALS. 

lly W* I*. Callender, Attorney at Law. 

HiEuoNiMors vs. Harris: Mercer. The ques- 
tion in the case is whether Harris, the assignee 
of Smith, the obligee, can maintain an action 
upon the following contract: 

“We the underpinned have each purchased of 
J. W. W. Smith. .1 gold watch for the sum of 
fifty-five dollars lor each watch, both amounting 
tn $1 10, and agree to pay for the same when 
the election of President is decided, upon the 
following conditions — viz: If General Winfield 

Scott is elected . Janies M. Alexander pays the 
amount and D. (J. Hierouimons takes both 
watches, and if Gen. F. Fierce is leecled, D. C. 
Hieronimous pays for the watches and James 
Alexander takes them.” 

James m. Alexander. 

• D. C. HIERONIMOUS. 

August 9, 185*2. 

Hieronimous having paid $55, the price of 
one of the watches; this was a suit to recover 
from him $55, the price of the oilier. 

Held . — That although as between Alexander 
and Hieronimous, the contract is based upon an 
illegal consideration and therefore void, yet as 
between those obligors and Smith, it was based 
upon the good and valuable consideration of the 
sale aiul delivery of the watches, and therefore 
valid and binding. His right of recovery can- 
not be defeated because the obligors before, or 
at the time, or after the purchase, whether with 
or without his mere knowledge, agreed to risk 
the watches as a bet upon the election. The 
contract is not within the provisions Of the 1st 
section of chapter 42, Revised Statutes, because 
there is no proof that Smith lent or advanced the 
watches for the purpose of gaming or wagering, 
but the presumption from the face of the con- 
tract, is that they were actually sold upon the 
terms stated. 

Judgment affirmed. 

Dale vs. Hays: Monroe. Isaac Dale having 
appeared before the Barren county Court and 
{contested the validity of the will of his son Isaac 
Dale, and having continued the contest bv ap : 
peal to the Circuit Court, and also to the Court 
of Appeals, in each of which courts the issue 
was decided against him, filed his petition in 
equity in the Circuit Court at April term, 1853, 
to contest the validity of the same will. The 
executor and devisees were served with process 
and answered at the same term, pleading in 
bar of the action the proceedings in the 
County and Circuit Courts and Court of Ap 
peals. Pursuant to application of the plaintiff 
the cause was changed to Monroe county, and 
the papers transmitted Sept. 28, 1853. The 
next day (29th) he had leave to amend his pe- 
tition, anj on the same day the defendants mov- 
ed to dismiss it on the ground of the bar above 
referred to. The plaintiff's counsel opposed the 
motion, but the court dismissed the petition; 
and the plaintiff has brought the cause to the 
Court of Appeals. 

Held — l. That as the cause would have stood 
for trial at the fall term of the Barren Circuit 
Court, and the papers were transmitted ten 
days before the term ^)f the Monroe court, it 
stood for trial there; as the record relied on in 
bar had been filed in April preceding, and the 
plaintiff had therefore full time to prepare his 
ease; as the question was one of law and not 
of fact; and as there was no motion made, nor 
ground laid for a continuance, the plaintiff has 
no reason to complain of surprise in the mo- 
tion, and there was no error in disposing of the 
cise at the time it was disposed of. 

2. Although the court might not regard the 
mere language of the 11th section of the act of 
1797, viz: ‘‘that if any person interested, shall 
within seven years afterwards appear, and by 
his bill in chancery contest I lie validity of the 
will, an issue shall be made up,’/ tfcc., as pre- 
cluding a party who had opposed the will in 
the County Court from afterwards contesting it 
by bill in chancery, still the language implies 
that the Legislature was looking to a parly who 
had not previously appeared as a contestant, 
and taken in connection with the general prin- 
ciples of justice and expediency, the court think 
the act may be construed as extending the rem- 
edy by bill of chancery to those persons only 
who had not, by appearing in the ordinary pro 
ceedings, and there contesting the will, placed 
themselves in a condition to be bound by the 
decision of the* contest which they had volun- 
tarily bmde; ami they therefore conclude, that 
unless the plaintiff Coining into equity, shows 
that by surprise or accident or some other cause 
lie was prevented from taking the full benefit of 
his opposition to the will in the County or Cir- 
cuit Court, the fact that lie actually appeared 
and contested the will in those courts, or in the 
Circuit Court, should and does preclude him 
from resorting to the remedy in equity. 

Decree affirmed.

l Section five requires the Governor “on, or as 
'soon after the 1st of May next as practicable,” 

| to select from the proposals so made, that one 
i which, in his judgment, under all the circum- 
I stances of the case, shall offer the strongest as- 
surance and guarantee that the road will be 
I promptly and substantially buijt in its whole 
j length,” and to contract with the party whose 
proposals are so selected; and in case the persons 
: making such proposals shall fail or refuse to en- 
ter into such contract, then the Governor may 
'contract with other parties. 

Section six incorporates the contractors, “their 
j associates mid successors, and those who may 
i bvconiw stockholders,” as a body politic and 
corporate for the term of ninety nine years, un- 
der the name of “The Mississippi and Pacific 
Railroad Company,” griming them the usual 
corporate powers and privileges. 

Seel ion seven authorizes I he corporation to 
survey, locate, construct, and maintain a rail- 
i mad oil the general line and route designated 
I in section one. and to enter into connexions and 
agreements with “oilier companies” to secure a 
railroad from the Mississippi to the Pacific, such 
agreements being recorded in the office of the 
! Secretary of State of Texas; and where such 
agreements are made, the parties making them 
“shall be regarded as one corporation.” 

Section eight makes the capital stock $22,- 
j 000.000, divided into shares of $100 each, 
j which stock may bo increased, from time to 
time, to a Sum not exceeding the entire cost of 
the road. 

Section nine authorizes “the contractors” to 
“organize said company” by “calling a meeting 
of the stockholders, at such a time and place as 
they may deem expedient,” to elect not exceed- 
ing fifteen directors, who shall choose one of 
their number as President, and may elect such 
officers an l agents as they may think proper; 
adopt by-laws, which shall be filed with the 
Secretary of Stale, and published in at least 
three newspapers, of Texas; issue bonds “of not 
less than $5tKI nor mole than $1 .000 each;” and 
perform generally the functions of similar 
tmur#s of directors: Provided, That at the first 
election of directors .the contractors shall regu- 
late the manner of voting. 

Section ten regulates the manner of assessing 
damages for crossing private lands, in ease the 
parties cannot agree thereon; providing for a 
trial by a jury of assessors before the di-triel 
Court of the county where more than $100 is 
claimed, and before the nearest justice of the 
peace where less than $100 is claimed, and ex- 
empting the company from costs where they 
shall have tendered an amount equal to the sum 
assessed by the jury before the commencement 
of the suit; and directs the jury to consider 
whether the value of the residue of any land, 
for which damages are claimed, is not equal to 
the damages sustained. 

Section eleven provides that after the compa- 
ny shall have commenced receiving tolls on any 
fifty miles of the road, they shall thereafter keep 
the same in good order, and sufficiently equip- 
ped “for the transportation of persons and pro- 
perty.” 

Section twelvce requires that tiie said compa- 
ny, within sixty days after entering into said 
contract, “deposit* with the treasurer of the 
State of Texas at least $300,01)0 in gold or sil- 
ver. or evidence of debt of the State of Texas, or 
other good par stocks,” as a guarantee for die 
building and completing in running order of 
filly miles of the road within 18 months from 
date of contract, in which case such money or 
slock is to be “returned lo said company/'* In 
case of “a failure upon the part of said compa- 
ny,” such money or stock is forfeited to the 
State, and in case of failure to deposit such 
sum, then the contract is void, and the Govern- 
or is authorized to contract “with any oilier com- 
pany or individual/' 

Section thirteen. When the track of the road 
is selected, the company shall cause the vacant 
lands to be surveyed into sections of 040 acres 
each, “for thirty miles oh each side of the 
same;” and when they have completed fifty 
miles of the road, they may select and “desig- 
nate to the Governor” an amount of land, in 
alternate sections, equal to twenty sections to 
the mile so completed, which shall he patented 
to the company or their assigns, “free of all 
cost;” snd mi like manner throughout the entire 
length of the road: Prodded, That the road 
shall cross the Trinity, Brazos, and Colorado as 
near the 32d parallel as practicable. 

Section fourteen reserves all public lands east 
of the 103d parallel of longitude west from 
Greenwich, between the 31st and 33d degree of 
latitude, and west of said 103d parallel, be- 
tween 301/ and 32 degrees of latitude, for the 
purposes Herein set forth, until the track of said 
road is located by said company, from which 
time all public lauds “lying within thirty miles 
on each >ide of said road, until the same is sur- 
veyed and loomed,” are reserved for the pur- 
poses of this act: Prodded, That J: he company 
shall receive certificates, which they may lo- 
cate elsewhere, in alternate sections, in case the 
reservations above made should not embrace the 
amount to which they may be entitled: And 

prodded, also, That these reservations shall con- 
tinue “until otherwise directed by law: **And 

prodded , farther , That the surveys be made in 
a square fronting one mile on the road, and no 
more. 

Section fifteen provides, in case of a failure 
by the company to finish the road* as contracted, 
that the contract, and such part of the road as 
may be completed, with its appurtenances, 
shall be forfeited to the State — reserving to the 
company t lie right to prosecute and defend any 
suits, rights, Ac., previously accruing. 

Section sixteen provides, in case said con- 
tract should become forfeited, that the Governor 
shall re advertise and re-let on similar terms, 
die., to other party or parties. 

Section seventeen provides that the lands 
granted to the company shall he alienated, one- 
quarter in six, one quarter in eight, one-quarter 
in ten, and one-quarter in twelve years, after 
the same shall have been selected and located. 

Section eighteen appropriates $1 ,000 to ena- 
ble the Governor to carry into effect* the provi- 
sions of the act. 

Section nineteen provides that the act shall 
I not be const rued to affect the right of location, 
entry, *tc., heretofore acquired in the reserved 
district; and that this act shall take effect from 
; its passage.

Fall of the Covington ami Newport 
Wire Suspension Bridge, 

W€ are indebted to the very accommodating 
opera tors of the House telegraph for the follow- 
ing dispatch: 

Cincinnati, Jan. 17, 1854. 

Til > wire suspension bridge over Licking riv- 
er ha* fallen. This beautiful structure uniting 
the cities of Covington and Newport, just erec- 
tec tec l at a cost of eighty thousand dollars, sud- 
deni} gave way about five o’clock yesterday 
evening, and tumbled into the river a shapeless 
wreck. The accident was occasioned by the 
•breaking of the keys — that is, the snapping of 
the i .on rods connecting the cables with the an- 
chorage. This occurred on the Newport side, 
at the moment that a drove of nineteen cattle 
was on the structure near the centre. The cat- 
tle were driven by Mr. Joseph Moll ridge, who. 
doubling the security of the bridge, stood at a 
little distance watching his cattle, and saw them 
take the dizzy plunge, amid crashing timber 
and iron, into the icy flood beneath. Thirteen 
of tho cattle managed to get out; the rest were 
drowned. 

Two men on horseback had just entered from 
the Covington side, and fell info the river, but 
singular to*rel ale, escaped without dangerous in- 
jury. One of their horses got out; the other 
was killed. The names of the men who made 
this narrow escape were Henry Klacum and 
Taylor Keys. The bridge only a few days ago 
was taken off the hands of the contractors by 
the town, and a toll-gate established. We un- 
derstand that its capacity of resistance was 
never tested before the job was taken from the 
contractors. 

W cylinder stand that it is probably a mistake 
to say that the bridge had been received by the 
authorities; certainly it had not been received 
when some Covington gentlemen, now here, left 
home on Monday morning.

The Pacific Railroad-- 1 Texas. 

The Pacific railroad bill has passed both 
branches of the Texas Legislature. The vote 
stood in the Senate 25 to 4; and in the house 7 1 
to 13. We give below a condensed outline of all 
its sections: 

Section one appropriate 20 sections of land 
per mile to the company or companies “who 
may undertake and construct said road.” from 
some p unt “not north of Fulton, in Arkansas, 
to a suitable point on the Rio Grande, at or near 
the town of Kl Paso.” 

Section two grants a “right of way not ex- 
ceeding 300 feet in width,” and all earth, stone, 
timber, and other materials, on the public lands 
in the vicinity of said road, are made subject to 
its use. 

Section three provides that the road, in its 
construction, equipment, management, Arc., 
shall be made “a first- class road;” the rails to 
w.-igh G4 pounds to the yard; 50 miles to be 
- onTpleted in running order in 18 months from 
tins date of the contract, and 100 miles per an- 
num thereafter. 

Section four makes it the duty of Ihc Govern- 
or. immediately after the passage of the act, to 
advertise, in not exceeding twelve newspapers, 
for proposals from companies or individuals, 
which proposals shall be filed io the office of
